The new taxes, and the ones re- 


newed, were imposed partially to 
give the treasury special funds 
with which to pay interest and es- 
tablish, a reserve for retiring the 
billions in bonds needed by the 
recovery program, so that bond 
buyers would have confidence in 
their investment. Some money also 
was needed for ordinary running 
expenses. 
The hole plugging changes in 
the law were a direct result of 
disclosures 
that 
some 
of 
the 
wealthiest men have paid little or 
no Income tax during the recent 
hard years. 
They made use of a 
law which permitted subtraction of 
losses suffered one year from In- 
come received in two years. 


All the taxes imposed by the 
billion dollar revenue law of 1932 
for the last year and the current 
one, 
were continued through 1934. 
The three per cent tax which 


had been added to every home 
electric light bill will, after Sep- 
tember 1, be paid by the light 
company. 
The federal gasoline tax was emptions. 


increased for the present 
fiscal 
year from one cent to one and a 
half cents. 
A five per cent tax was impos- 
ed on all dividends, to be paid by 
the corporation declaring them be- 
fore they are distributed to stock- 
holders. 


A five per cent excess profit 
tax was Imposed on all corpora- 
tion net income above 121-2 per 
cent. The normal Income tax on 
corporations was increased from 
141-2 to 143-4 per cent.. 
. 


An annual tax of one dollar a 
thousand was Imposed on capital 
stock of corporations. 


These taxes may be ended by 
the president whenever the eigh- 
teenth amendment is repealed, givln 
the treasury revenue from liquor 
taxes, or as soon as the ordinary 
budget Is balanced, whichever of 
the two happens first. 
The new law provides that all 
tax returns to the government may 
be made public under presidential 
regulation, to the extent that Mr. 
Rorfevelt may order. No such or- 
der has been Issued yet..

Groesbeck, presiding officer of the 
Seventy-seventh district of Free- 
stone and Limestone counties, was 
the* first speaker of the morning.

as master-of-ceremonles during the 
morning session-. Both addresses 
were attended by opponents to the

During the morning a large 
number of cold drink stands and 
concessions were patronized by the 
large crowds, before and after the 
speaking. 
At 10 o'clock a class 
singing contest 
was conducted, 
and the winning class was award- 
ed a loving cup. Considerable in- 
terest was manifested on the part 
of the spectators, and the tent 
was filled all during the songs, 
which were 
roundly applauded.

ment, for the party had always 
stood for state's rights and local 
option, and that the founder of 
the party, Thomas Jefferson, had 
recognized the ability of people In 
certain sections to govern theni- 
selve* better than they could be 
governed by others. He declared 
that personal opinion had nothing 
to do with the issue, because the 
question of wetness or dryness 
would be settled by the states. 
Mr. Hghes said that his address 
Tuesday was the first that he had 
ever made against prohibition and 
that he was a dry by nature. 
Enforcement Expensive. 


Enforcement of the Eighteenth 
amendment as far as possible IB 
an expensive process the speaker 
said, and was economically un- 
sound. He said that department 
of justice figures for last year 
rhowed that the cost of maintain- 
ing the enforcement service was 
over 40 million dollars, while the 
loss in revenue to the government 
was over $882,000,000. or a total of 
$1,022,000,000 about twice as much 
as- the revenue from the income uled to 
tax. 


The speaker declared that all 


taxes were higher because of the 


against the repeal of the Eigh- 
teenth amendment at 2 o'clock, 
and the tent was filled to over- 
flowing.
